tained in ſuch Determinate Times Tor Events ; 
That though not tothe higheſt themſelves, yet 
contain within themſclzes the Seeds, Begin- 
nings, and Pringle ot theſe Higheſt, and are 
the Pledges, EarWents, and Aſſurances of them ; 
As the Peace, which the French King takes 
upon himſelf to have given, imj 
he underſtand it got ) the Reſignation of Uni- 
verſ# Monarchy ; and the Uriverſal Peace of the 
Prince of Peace © The Mahometan Onoman De- 
feat aſſures the paſſing away of the ſecond 
10, viz. Of the Onoman Tyramy; and That 
Prince coming to an end, and none to help 
him z3 His Day, Hour, Month, Tear, being 
expired, and the Kingdom of Chriſt immedi- 
ately ready to ſucceed z and therefore, the Pa- 
pacy, on which it is a Judgment, certainly to 
End with it.

of the Popiſh kigh All-ſaims Day following, to 
he thereby made of the moſt Publick Notoric- 
ty in the Empire; and it gives great Hopts, 
ſome great Intentions of Providence, for the 
Glory of His Goſpel in the Reformation, anc 
of his Kmgdem in the Empire, are lail up in 
this Peace,
